Generosity makes toy drive a success

Crawtord County kids were treat- 
ed well during the 1999 Christmas 
season, thanks to a very successful 
Toys for Tots campaign. 

“The response was unbelievable,” 
said Marianne Gosnell, Coordinator 
for the local campaign two years 
running. 

Gosnell said over 120 families 
were served this past Christmas. 
About 350 local children -- from 
infants to teenagers -- received, on 
average, three toys or age appropri- 
ate gifts. 

Local businesses donated toys, 
including a lot of stuffed animals. 
Gosnell said this allowed her to give 
every child that asked Santa for a 
stuffed animal to receive one. And, 
she added, “Every litle boy who 
wanted a toy car or truck, got one 
this year.” 

At least six boxes were stationed 
around the Grayling area for the toy 
drive. Some groups. such as county 
employees and a local real ‘estate 
office, created and filled their own 

‘boxes, then turned the donations 
over to Gosnell, who worked close- 
fy with Crawford County 


Community Christian Help Center 
Director Gerry Schroeder to see to 
their distribution. Gosnell said she 
hopes to place at least one box in 
Frederic and more in other areas of 
the county during the next cam- 
paign. : 

Anyone thinking of helping next 
Christmas may want to focus on 
gifts for infants and for the pre-teen 
and teen recipients. “We tend to 
overlook these age groups when 
thinking of Toys for Tots,” Gosnell 
commented. “There are many local 
teens who are in need of a gift or 
two.” 

The vast majority of the toys were 
distributed by December 17, but 
Gosnell said she and Schroeder ful- 
filled the needs of four families who 
came to the help Center for assis- 
tance on Christmas Eve. “We were 
open ‘just in case’ on Christmas 
Eve,” she said, “and we were happy 
to be able to give them what they 
needed to make their Christmas spe- 
cial.” : 

Many parents who came to the 
Help Center were very emotional, 
but pleased when they learned that 
they could choose what gifts their 
kids would receive. ‘We wanted the 


parents to be a part of the giving, 
said Gosnell. “We could give them 
a choice this year of different types 
of dolls pre-teen and teen gifts 
because the selection was so good. 
We even had wrapping paper on 
hand so parents could wrap up the 
toys before they left the building.” 

But, Gosnel’ said, there were still 
some parents who had a hard time 
making choices and said, “It doesn’t 
matter... my kids will appreciate 
anything.” 

The amount of families seeking 
assistance this past holiday season is 
a indication that there is a need in 
Crawford County for continued sup- 
port of the Toys for Tots campaign. 
Gosnell said. “The number of chil- 
dren we helped this year is more 
than double that of 1998,” she said.

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Frederic adopts five 
regulatory ordinances 


New regulations deal with 
blight, land division

As part of Frederic Township's 
continuing “blight control” effort, 
the township board passed five new 
“regulatory ordinances” at its 
December meeting. The ordinances 
deal with “dangerous structures,” 
“nuisances,” “inoperable motor 
vehicles.” “junkyard licensing,” and 
“parcel division.” 

* The “dangerous structure ordi- 
nance” deals with blight as well as 
public safety. outlining the criteria 
used to determine if a structure is to 
be considered a threat to public safe- 
ty. 

“Ifa building or structure is found 
to be a dangerous structure, the 
Township shall give the owner of the 
building or structure written notice 
of the dangerous condition and 30 
days to demolish and remove” it, 
states the ordinance. Violations are 
punishable, with fines of up to $500, 
according to the document. 

* The “nuisance ordinance” deals 
with visible blight. setting forth spe- 
cific guidelines for storing “junk, 
garbage or rubbish.” As stated in the 
ordinance, fines of up to $500 may 
be assessed to violators. 

¢ “Dismantled or inoperable motor 
vehicle ordinance:” This ordinance 
states that three or more “disman- 
Ued. partially dismantled or inopera- 
ble motor vehicles” cannot be stored 
for more than 30 consecutive days 
where they can be seen from a pub- 


lic highway or “adjoining land 
owned by another person.” 

There are a few exemptions: 
“This section shall not apply to junk 
dealers, farm operations, ar to 
garages and service stations openly 
and actively engaged in making ser- 
vice repairs for the public,” accord- 
ing to the ordinance. 

° The “junkyard licensing ordi- 
nance,” a lengthier document than 
the previous three, outlines the per- 
mit process for a licensed junk deal- 
er within the township, and details 
extensive regulations concerning the 
operations of a “lawful” junkyard. 

* “Parcel division ordinance:” 
Established “to carry out the provi- 
sions of the Land Division Act” and 
“prevent the creation of lots and 


‘parcels that do not comply with 


applicable Frederic Township ordi- 
nances, to minimize potential 
boundary disputes, to maintain the 
orderly development of the town- 
ship, and to otherwise protect the 
public health, safety, and general 
welfare of the residents...of Frederic 
Township,” the ordinance is basical- 
ly a set of guidelines and policies for 
splitting land within the township. 

The “parce) division ordinance,” 
as well as each of the other four 
recently-passed ordinances, can be 
examined in their entirety at the 
Frederic Township Hall. 

The Frederic Township Board rat- 
ified each of the five ordinances sep- 
arately, passing each with a 5-0 vote. 
All five ordinances will become 
effective near the end of January, 
2000. 


Unlike in ‘98... New Year 
weekend was ‘uneventful’

Even with possible year 2000 
computer problems lurking in the 
wings and the memory of New 
Year’s Eve 1998 still fingering, the 
1999.2000 holiday weekend caused 
little more than yawns. 

“We are busier on a normal Friday 
night,” said Larry Akers, Crawford 
County’s Emergency Management 
Coordinator. “New Year’s Eve was 
very uneventful compared to last 
year.” , 

“Y think most people stayed home 
or went to private parties. 
Downtown area parking lots were 
near empty and traffic was almost 
non-existent.” he added. Only two 
drunk driving arrests were reported 
to the Crawford County Sheriff’s 
Department. 

The 911 Central Dispatch office 
was ready to take action if any Y2K 
or civil problems arose. = An 
Emergency Operations Center 
(EOC) was set up, similar to last 
year when more than 125 vehicles 
were involved in an accident near 
Frederic. Fortunately, the 1999 New 
Year’s Eve EOC was a much small- 
er operation. 

On hand with Akers to oversee a 
smooth transition to the century was 
Sheriff David Lovely, representa- 
tives of fire, rescue and medical 
agencies, County Chairperson 
Lynnette Corlew and County 


Controller Paul Compo. 

Akers reported only three minor 
events that could be possibly Y2K 
related. One incident concerned a 
fire on Manistee River Road, on 
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New Year’s Eve at about 4:15 p.m. 
A resident had prepared two sheds, 
complete with wood stoves and cots, 
just in case more shelter was needed 
in the event of a Y2K-related disas- 
ter of some sort. Apparently the 
stoves weren’t installed properly, 
resulting in the out building struc- 
ture fire. 

Another incident involved a 
Department of Natural Resources 
(DNR) officer, who was attempting 
to gas up his vehicle using a fuel 
debit card at a local gas station. Just 
as the clock hit midnight, the pump 
stopped. 

The third incident was reported by 
the Beaver Creek Township Fire 
Department. Akers received infor- 
mation at 12:30 a.m. New Year’s 
Day that one of the department’s 
aging lap top computers changed 
over to January 4, 1980 instead of 
January 1, 2000. Akers said the 
1980 date is the original “bias” of 
the computer’s older DOS program- 
ming. 

This writer’s old IBM PS/1 
changed over to 2000. right before 
her eyes, bul the next morning it 
logged on as if the date was Friday, 
January 4, 1980. The date got 
changed manually and everything is 
still working fine. 

The January 4, 1980 date seems to 
be the most common Y2K event 
since the calendar rolled over. Even 
the manager of an Oslo, Norway 7- 
Eleven store reported the same 
glitch with his computerized cash 
tegister while being interviewed on 
the January 3 showing of Late Night 
with David Letterman.

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Updating may help in an emergency

It's been a few years since 911 
Central Dispatch asked for an 
update from county residents, so 
Director Larry Akers is asking the 
public to help make emergency fire 
and rescue runs a fot easier by pro- 
viding important information. 

A form similar to the one shown 
below is in the back of every GTE 
telephone directory and can be 
filled out and submitted to the local 
911 dispatch office anytime your 
family. home or business undergoes 
change. such as the disability of a 
family member or special instruc- 
tion regarding location of hazardous 
materials stored on the premises. 


‘Telephone No: 


“Knowing if and where flamma- 
bles are stored at any location helps 
fire fighters be prepared before they 
get on-scene of a fire or other dan- 
gerous situation.” Akers said. “It is 
also very helpful for emergency 
workers to know good directions to 
a residence if it is off the beaten 
track. so to speak.” 

Akers is asking all residents, 
regardless of their situation, to pro- 
vide any pertinent information. as 
soon as possible. to his office. 
Information may include number 
and types of pets or other animals 
housed in the family home or in 
other buildings on the property. 

Homeowners may wish to pro- 
vide an emergency contact person in 


case there is a fire when no one is 
home. Distinguishing landmarks 
indicating hidden drives or other 
access puints to property should be 
included. Akers said even if you 
have changed the color of your 


home or made additions in the past 


few years, it would be wise to pro- 
vide that information to his dis- 
patchers. 

Forms may be mailed to the post 
office box indicated or dropped off 
at Central Dispatch, located across 
from the Sheriff’s office. 

If an additional sheet of paper is 
needed to provide special informa- 
tion. Akers said, “feel free to 
include it. We can use all the help 
we can get.”

The Northeast Michigan Council 
of Governments (NEMCOG) has 
received a $65,000 grant from the 
Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) to prepare 
a corridor study in Otsego County.

State safety belt use falls among young adults 


State safety belt use fell in a criti- 
cal area in 1999, most notably 
among young adults, announced the 
Michigan Office of Highway Safety 
Planning (OHSP). 

Results of the annual survey, con- 
ducted by the University of 
Michigan Transportation Research 
Institute (UMTRI). revealed that 
belt use rates for the 16 to 29-year 
old age group fell significantly, 
from 63.6 percent in 1998 to 57. 4 
percent in 1999, 

The survey found no change in 
overall safety belt use, moving from 
69.9 percent in 1998 to 70.1 percent 
in 1999. The overall number 
reflects safety belt use by drivers 
and front seat passengers of passen- 
ger cars, sport-utility vehicles, vans 
and pick-up trucks. 

“We're troubled when belt use 
declines in any area,” said Betty J. 
Mercer, OHSP division director.

As the Legislature tinkered with 
local school starting dates -- “The 
local schoo! calendar should remain 
a decision by locally elected school 
boards, including whether the 
Friday before Labor Day becomes a 
school holiday. Conditions may dif- 
fer in different districts, and local 
school leaders know what’s best for 
students in their individual schools. 
It seems everyone loves education 

.. until it comes to the cash regis- 
ter.” 

On state takeover of Detroit 
schools -- “When is the right time, 
what are the right circumstances, 
what is the ultimate justification for 
taking control of schools away from 
parents ... that is. local voters? 
Apparently the answer is when it 
suits those in power.” 


End of session: What really happenea 


Those of you who follow the 
Legislature's activities might still be 
trying to figure out and absorb what 
transpired in the last few days before 
it recessed for the holidays. Many 
issues that had been discussed all 
year finally came to a vote. while 
others have been put off until next 
year (2000). Here is a brief summa- 
ry of some of the major pieces of 
legislation we addressed, along with 
some of the pros and cons associat- 
ed with them. 

* Charter schools -- A measure to 
lift the cap on the number of charter 
schools sponsored by universities 
failed to gain approval in the House. 
Many of my colleagues did not sup- 
port this legislation because of con- 
cems about the lack of oversight of 
the charters we now have. Unlike 
more traditional _ state-funded 
schools, charter schools do not have 
elected school boards to oversee 
their operations and are often run by 
for-profit management companies. 
Supporters of charter schools see 
them as alternatives to conventional 
public schools, with less bureaucra- 
cy and the potential for more inno- 
vation. Because raising the cap is a 
goal of the current administration, I 
expect we will see this legislation 
revived in 2000. 

* Residency -- A bill that loosens 
residency requirements for city 
employees by allowing them to 
reside within 20 miles of the nearest 
city border has been signed by the 
Governor. Supporters of this legis- 
lation felt it was unfair that some 
cities require their employees to live 
within the cities’ borders. 
Opponents felt that such issues 
should be decided locally and not in 
Lansing. 

* Right-to-Farm -- This legisla- 
tion, also approved by both the 
House and the Senate, is an attempt 
to establish uniform agricultural 
jaws across the state. Among other 
measures, the legislation calls for 
the adoption of what are called 
“Generally Accepted Agricultural 
Management Practices” in such 
arcas as manure management and 
farm expansion. As with the resi-

dency bill. the importance of home 
rule was a major part of this debate. 
Those who opposed the farm bill felt 
that agriculture regulations can best 
be set by local communities. They 
also fear that provisions of the new 
law are not stringent enough, allow- 
ing the widespread establishment of 
“factory farms” in Michigan. 
Supporters of the bill said that farm- 
ers should be able to count on one 
standard throughout the state. and 
that “local control” is often used as a 
pretext to put farmers out of busi- 
ness. 

¢ Drain Code -- While not a high 
profile issue. the revisions to the 
1956 code. as passed by both 
Houses, are significant. This bill 
imposes new requirements on coun- 
ty and state officials to protect water 
quality, minimize the adverse impact 
of drain projects. incorporate flow 
patterns into drain design and storm 
water management and make on-site 
storm water retention a priority. 
Opponents of the bill say it does not 
go far enough to protect the environ- 
ment, while supporters, citing the 
original date of the code. say the 
updates were necessary. 

* School administrators and 
unions -- Detroit school administra- 
tors, including principals, will have 
their union disbanded under legisla- 
tion approved by both Houses. 
There was no Democratic support 
for this bill and my colleagues and | 
argued that it is not fair to prohibit 
any employees from organizing, and 
itis certainly unfair to single out one 
school district's union. Those in 
support of the bill say that school 
administrators are part of manage- 
ment and should not be allowed tc 
unionize. 

There were definite winners and 
losers in 1999. Where do you think 
our priorities should be? My col- 
leagues and I always appreciate

In the name of safety, sensitivity. and 
tolerance. a Massachusetts advocues 
group called The Shared Heart. is circu- 
lating new high school curriculum to 
combat anti-gay bias. Reporter Michelle 
Galley said. “The group's curriculum 
centers on a book of portraits and hand- 
written text detailing the experiences of 
40 gay and lesbian 16- to 24-year-olds. 
Other materials inglude a resource guide 
directed at teachers. students. and: par- 
ents, a CD-ROM, a classroom: poster. 
and a set of 20 slides that correlate with 
a proposed activity, 

I believe we already reported the 1994 
state legistation in Massachusetts to ere- 
ate the Safe Schools Program for Gay 
and Lesbian Students. This) program 
helps pas for student groups. workshops 
tor parents, and suicide-presention pro- 
grams, “What we've tried to do is make 
sure that in all schools there is an atti- 
tude of tolerance -- where every student 
feels safe and can therefore learn.” said 
Mr. David P. Driscoll, the Massachusetts 
state commissioner of education. 

A few days dater, a coalition of med- 
ical, mental health, educational and reli- 
gious organizations announced it would 
send the nation’s school superintendents 
a booklet to inform them that there is 
“no support among health and mental 
health professional organizations’ for the 
idea that homosexuality is abnormal or 


mentally unhealthy. In fact. the group 
expressed concerns about the potential 
harm posed by “reparative therapy” and 
other techniques intended to change sex- 
ual orientation.” 

This group called “Just the Facts 
Coaliten” represents the American 
Academs of Pediatrics, the National 
Education Association, the American 
Psychological Association and seven 
other groups. They said the 12-page 
booklet would be mailed to the heads of 
all 14.700 public school districts in the 
United States. “I think this is a history- 
changing moment.” said Kevin 
Jennings, executive director of the Gay. 
Lesbian and Straight Education 
Network, a New York organization 
devoted to ending anti-gay bias in the 
schools. “The entire mainstream educa- 
tion and mental health establishment has 
said that it isn’t lesbian. gay and bisexu- 
al students who need to change. it is the 
conditions in our schools that need to 
change.” 

The sodomites are claiming victory in 
America. They claim to have the politi- 
cians, preachers, professors, physicians. 
psychologists. and psychiatrists in their 
pockets.

In highlighting the department's 
organ donor initiatives. Secretary 
Miller noted that since it began over 
one year ago. the organ donor 
enrollment card program has added 
more than 140.000 names to the 
Gift of Life Organ and Tissue

In addition to Repeat Offender 
and organ donor initiatives. high- 
lights of the Department of State's 
1999 accomplishments include: 

* The prosecution of two third- 
party testers. the Escanaba Truck 
Driving School in Menominee 
County and K&M_ Testing in 
Mecosta County, for endangering 
public safety by falsifying road 
skills tests and commercial driver 
license certificates. 

* The unveiling of a new video 
conferencing system which allows 
the department to more effectively 
hold hearings and re-examinations 
in remote areas of the state to keep 
bad drivers off the road. 

* The debut of Michigan's 
Historic Sites Online, a database of 
3.000 historic Michigan sites. One 
of the most complete and detailed 
websites of its type. Michigan’s 
Historic Sites Online includes pho- 
tographs, historical information and 
locations of sites listed in the 
National Register of Historic Places 
and the State Register of Historic 
Sites. 

* Passage of Public Act 34, which 
toughens penalties for forging or 
copying a disability certificate, 
placard or sticker, or selling forged 
copies. The law establishes a mini- 


mum fine of $250. 

© Public Act 40, which repeals the 
April 1, 2002, sunset of the 
Graduated Driver License (GDL) 
program. It also extends the point 
system established under Public 
Acts 21 and 22 of 1999 for specific 
driving offenses while operating an 
off-road vehicle or snowmobile to 
the GDL program.
